Illinois Cancels 


Truck Pact 
With Colorado 


SPRINGFIELD CEt 
A reciproc­ 
ity agreement under which Illinois 
and Colorado each granted the oth­ 
e r s truckers the right to operate 
under home state licenses was can­ 
celled today. 
Secretary of State Charles 
F. 
Carpentier Thursday announced Ill­ 
inois was pulling out of the agree­ 
ment because Colorado insisted up­ 
on charging Illinois truckers a ton- 
mile tax, while all Illinois taxes 
were waived for Colorado truckers 
Passenger vehicles are not af­ 
fected by the cancellation, Carpen­ 
t e r said, and both states will con 
tinue to honor each other's auto 
I licenses. 
Cancellation of the truck reci­ 
procity provisions means that Colo­ 
rado tiruckeri who operate through 
Illinois must pay Illinois license 
fees, which are based on truck 
weights. 
It similarly means HH 
nois 
truckers operating 
through 
Colorado will have to pay all Colo­ 
rado license fees, including a ton- 
mile tax.

Curtice Turns 
Down Proposal to 
Cut Auto Prices 


CHICAGO (BR) 
Walter I* Hen 
ther, president of the United Auto 
Workers, charged Thursday that 
General Motors “intends to go on 
short changing the American eon 
Mimer through higher prices.” 
Reuther made his comment after 
GM President Harlow ll. Curtice 
turned down a proposal by Reuther 
that “the Big Three” auto manu 
Ifacturers cut the price on its 1958 
model ears by $1(K) each as an anti 
inflation measure 
“ We regret very much that Gen 
eral Motors has again demonstrated 
a short-sightedness by its arbitrary 
rejection of our practical and posi 
live proposal to combat inflation," 
Reuther said. 
Earlier, Reuther had said that if 
GM 
accepted 
his 
proposal 
the 
DAW, in turn, would take such 
action into consideration when pre 
sentmg its 1958 contract demands 
Speaking at the annual convention 
banquet of the A F L C IO American 
Federation of Teachers, the labor 
leader also denied his proposal was 
a public relations maneuver, as 
charged by Curtice. 
“All they have to do is say yes," 
Reuther said, “and we’ll do our 
part." 
“By its refusal, General Motors 
has demonstrated a shocking dis­ 
regard for the welfare of the Amer­ 
ican public and indicates its inten­ 
tion to go on short-changing the 
American consumer through high­ 
er prices,” Reuther said. 
( a rtice responded with a conn 
ter-propoaal, that the auto workers 
extend their present contract two 
years as a “real contribution to the 
economic stability of the country ” 
Reuther said GM made a profit 
! last year of $2 93 "for every hour 
worked by every hourly employe” 
and contrasted it with a decent in­ 
crease won by the UAW. 
"That s a disproportionate share 
of the take,” he said. 
"It s just 
about time the American consumer 
got his share.”

Hoffa told the Senate Rackets com­ 
mittee today he would “ deal with** 
thugs employed by the Teamster! 
I mon hne! take “ appropriate ac­ 
tion 
after granting them hear­ 
ings. 
But Committee Counsel Robert 
F 
Kennedy 
hooted at 
Hoffa’a 
promise 
’I don’t see how you can turn 
your hack on these people—your 
rise to power was based on theso 
people," said Kennedy. 
Hoffa, now Teamsters vice pres­ 
ident and prospective union choico 
to succeed retiring President D iva 
Beek, clinched a fish and pounded 
the witness table, 
“ I don t turn my hack on any­ 
body,” he said 
“ I won’t turn my 
back 
on them, 
PU investigate 
them ’’ 
Hoffa said his payroll may con­ 
tain 
some ex convicts, 
who, he 
said. are 
ntitled to rehabilitate 
themselves, or other persons with 
police records but no convictions. 
He’ll “Get Serious’* 
But as for the goons, extortion­ 
ists, stink bomb hurlers and rack­ 
eteers with whom Kennedy said 
he associated, Hoffa told the corn­ 
in! tee. 
“Those chararters Pm going to 
deal with, 
If it means I’m going 
to have to have an argument with 
some people I know, and maybe 
get pretty serious, PII just have 
to get serious.** 
Hoffa made that declaration to­ 
ward the end of the session i i 
which he also: 
—Conceded, as brought oat p re­ 
viously, that he tried to set up an 
alliance 
with the 
International 
Longshoremen’s Assn., which had 
been kicked out of the AFL on 
grounds that it was dominated by 
racketeers. 
He said he offered to 
loan the ILA $490,000 
Nothing 
came out of the plan. 
—Asserted 
it was Beck 
who 
chartered se-en bogus Teamster* 
locals in New York. Th* commit­ 
tee charges Hoffa recommended 
the chartering in order to rig a 
union election. 
—Promised to run a good union 
if he is elected president at next 
month's convention. 
He said he 
would lift the charters of soma of 
the New York locals. 
—Indicated his close relations 
with New York hoodlum Johnny 
Dio by reporting he promised to 
help Dio after Dio’s conviction in 
a labor rackets case. He said Dio 
called him up after his July 25 
conviction and asked, “Would I 
help him ?” Hoffa 
testified that 
“ I said I would.” 
Blast By Sen. Ives 
Kennedy tune and again rejected 
Hatfa’s declaration that Beck was 
responsible for the seven bogus 
charters. 
"You’re the one ” Kennedy said 
repeatedly. 
“ Are you trying to place the

his discovery, the Army announc­ 
ed today. 


He is Col. William R. Blair. Fair 
Haven, N. J., a retired Signal 
Corps scientist. 
Blair conceived 
the idea “ prior to 1930,” the Army 
j *«.id, and has had a “ basic and 
! fundamental” 
patent 
application 
pending since June, 1945. 
Radar is a pulse-echo system 
i in which a transmitter sends out 
electrical impulses which bounce 
back or echo from aircraft and 
I other targets. 
r 
The Army revealed that a work­ 


able set was demonstrated to th* 
War Department and members of 
I Congress in early 1937. Manufac­ 
turers later began turning out ra­ 
dar equipment for the Army. 
It 
said Blair’* patent application wa* 
not filed until 
1945 becaus* of 
the secrecy surrounding radar in 
World War IL 
The government uses radar un­ 


der a patent-free license but Blair 
apparently stands to make millions 
in its application to peaceful pur­ 
poses 
The Army said the patent is aa 
important and far-reaching in its 
military applications as was the 
first patent issued on the telephone

DETROIT- ( N E A ) - You think 
you’ve got headaches with rising 
prices? 


You ought to sec the paroxysm 
of pain and panic which the possi­ 
bility of price rises on the ’58 mod 
els is causing the auto industry. 
For the first time since World 
War ll styling and horsepower are 
taking a back seat to interest in 
prices on upcoming new models 
When the complex ingredients in 
! the price pot are served up with 
i the new models this fall the best 
estimate is that there will be about 
; a four per cent price boost. 
The 
'57s averaged seven per cent high­ 
er than the '56s. 
* • • 


But the current price ingredients 
are so explosive that anything could 
happen, 
including price cuts on 
some models. 


The Administration in Washing­ 
ton is applying pressure on the in­ 
dustry to keep any price increases 
to an absolute minimum or hold 
the line, if possible. The auto in­ 
dustry is said to hold the key to 
checking further inflation. 
Trouble is, auto makers point 
out, two events have already tak­ 
en place which 
virtually 
force 
some increases on the ’58 models. 
First was the recent six dollar 
per ton steel increase. With a ton 
and one half of steel in the aver ! 
age car this is an increase of about i 
. $10 per car for the steel alone. The , 
car industry buys steel about three i 
I months in advance so the increase 
will hit just as the production of 
’58s hits its peak. 
Number two factor was a two ' 
cents per hour cost of living in- 1 
! crease and a six cents per hour im I 
provement factor increase which 
auto worker* got June I. The im 
provement factor is a contract in­ 
crease given on the assumption 1 
that improving automation will in- i 
crease labor output.

This will end up as an increase 
of between $16 and $25 per car if 
early production is about average, 
figures show. 
But these increases just start the 
price spiral, the car m akers say 
Increased costs to their suppliers. , 
increase prices of tires,, glass, oth 
er metals and fabrics, it is said,

The most persistent and telling 
pressure against any price hoosts 
on the ’58s is from the dealers. 
A I 
recent national poll of dealers run 
by Automotive News revealed that 
.he high cost of new cars was their 
greatest irritation against the m an­ 
ufacturers. 
Dealers blamed the 
relatively slow sales of ’57s on 
prices being too high.

Every meeting of dealers around I 
the country has 
produced some 
kind of resolution saying that the 
biggest mistake Detroit could make 
on the '58s would be to increase 
prices. 
Just about every m arket indi­ 
cator which the dealers—and the 
Detroit experts—have before them 
indicates that the public is fed up 
with high car prices. 
Probably the most dram atic in­ 
dicator is the big boom in small 
foreign cars, selling for around $1,- 
500. 
Sales of small cars could be 
near a quarter of a million units 
this year, registration figures indi­ 
cate. 


General Motors has recognized 
this demand by giving Pontiac the 
right to sell its small British-built 
Y’auxhall Victor in the U. S. and 
Buick the right to market GM’s 
German made Opel Rekord. 
The whole industry is eagerly 
watching Studebaker Packard’s re­ 
cent introduction of the Scotsman 
line, with prices between $1,800 
and $2.WK) S P dealers are delight 
ed with the early customer reac 
tion and S P executives think they 
have finally 
found salvation for

One solution to the price dilem­ 
ma is an increase on some of the 


more deluxe models and a cut on 
the cheaper models.
